Air Mile. 
The “air mile” is a unit of measure­ 
ment that has come into use with the 
advancement of aviation. We had the 
land mile and the sea mile, which is 
approximately one-seventh longer than 
the land mile of America. The nauti­ 
cal mile is often incorrectly called a 
knot, but a knot is a measure of both 
distance and time. It is correct to say 
that a vessel makes ten knots, but to 
say that she makes ten knots an hour 
is tautology. The air mile Is measured 
differently from the land mile and the 
sea mile. It is a land mile minus the 
retardation of an adverse wind or plus 
the acceleration of a favoring wind. 
Thus an aviator could cover many air 
miles while hovering

The organ is 
now arriving in sections and being 
erec ted, and also the screen and ether 
furniture. 
Arrangements are being made to 
seat 650 people exclusive of those in 
the chancel, which will hold more 
"han fifty. 
A3 it is expected

seats will be reserved* for those al­ 
ready specially invited and for those 
who have applied for them before the

wards proceeding on foot to the rail­ 
way station to return to Brussels, was 
violently hooted and 
hissed 
by 
a 
crowd who disapproved a school bill 
intended to give over public teaching 
to the church and monks. 
He deeply 
resented the demonstration and caus­ 
ed one of its ringleaders, M. Jaspers, 
a local journalist, to be arrested and 
prosecuted. 
During the recen c pro­ 
ceedings counsel for the defense called 
as witnesses two deputies, M. Van- 
dervelde and Paul Hymans, m l the 
famous advocate and ex-senator, M. 
Edmond Picard, who expressed the 
opinion that hooting of a public man¿ 
although showing a lack 
of 
good 
taste, was perfectly legal, and that 
punishing 
z as a priavte assault 
would he unconstitutional, inasmuch 
as such hostile demonstrations are not 
meant 
as 
a personal offense, hut 
merely as a protest against a certain 
policy. 
M. Franck, deputy for Antwero. fur­ 
ther contended that the punishment 
of his client would deal a death blow* 
to the free expression of public opin­ 
ion, which, 
iii the present case, 
had 
been justif 
ed by the action cf the 
king of the Belgians, who had refused 
to sanction the introduction cf M. 
Schollaert’s Hfll and caused him to 
resign. 
The public prosecutor, on the othpr 
band, contended that outside parlia­ 
ment, the premier is a private person, 
entitled to move about unnoticed and 
unmolested and that besides univer- 
al suffrage, uncontemplated at the 
time the constitution was framed, had 
given every man a means of efficient
